All .Liberals and home rulers will 
separate for a brief vacation In high 
apirita, cablea T. P. O'Connor, the 
Irlah leader In the Brltlah Parlia- 
ment. Thla temper Is In sharp con- 
trast with that of a few weeks ago. 
The Marconi revelations when first 
announced seemed destined to bring 
about the crashing fall of at. least 
two Ministers and possibly the down- 
fall of the whole Ministry. The 
woman's suffrage bill presented 
many perils, Including an open dlvla- 
lon of opinion among the Liberal 
Ministers themselves. Long and ex- 
cited debates caused a derangement 
of the whole programme for the ses- 
sion and a possible peril to home 
rule and other great Ministerial 
measures. Similarly on the con- 
tinent the black specter of war 
seemed to be finally descending upon 
horrified but Impotent Europe. 
Simultaneously the prospect of a big 
deficit In the budget portended the 
necessity of new taxation, and with 
new taxation, added to all the other 
burdens of the Ministry, might well 
have proved the final straw to break 
the camel's back. Every one of 
these perils now haa disappeared. 

Once more the Irish party proved 
the decisive factor in deciding a 
great British struggle, as without 
the Irlslr vote the woman's bill 
would save been carried by a ma- 
jority of one, Instead of being de- 
feated by the majority of forty- 
seven. Militancy shows some signs 
of fiercer vitality since the rejection 
of the bill, but these are only fllck- 
erlngs of the dying flames against

But no 
suffrage bill now is possible in the 
present Parliament. Lloyd-C.eorge's 
daring and resource enabled him to 
produce a budget without new taxa- 
tion the Chancellor trusting to the 
unexampled expansion of British 
trade to rake up the deficit during 
the coming year. Finally the war 
clouds have disappeared from the 
European aky. 

Divisions among the Tory leadors 
on the tariff show an enormous 
preponderance of talent In the Min- 
istry over Its chief opponents. The 
disappearance of Balfour, the great 
and continued prosperity of the 
country, success with such daring 
measures as old age pensions and 
the Insurance act, as well as un- 
broken good luck, have contributed 
to obtain this result. One main 
cause, howover, is the fixed de- 
termination at all Liberals to see 
home rule through. This determin- 
ation Is a bond of steel which keepa 
all sections of the coalition Inflex- 
ibly and Irresistibly together, which 
enables them to laugh at difficulties 
and Ignore scandalous campaigns, 
and also to reject every entangle- 
ment, such as woman's suffrage, 
which might stand in the path of 
home rule. 

Thla I* the key to the whole altua- 
tlon. and this supreme factor now Is 
expected with perfect hope to keep 
the Government in power and all the 
progressive forcea together until 
the Irish Parliament la re-estab- 
lished and placed on an Impregnable 
rock. Ulster, which haa been silent 
for months, la beginning to get 
reative over being so ignored, and an 
active rumpagn was started lately 
ence more to frighten English opin- 
ion by announcements of secret 
drillings aud many other prepara- 
tions for civil war.

LIBER17 TURNED INTO LICENSE 



In a striking statement msh> 
public at the national headquarters 
of the Aasoclation Opposed to 
Woman Suffrage In Washington last 
Sunday Mrs. Arthur M. Dodge, ot 
New York, President of that aasocla- 
tion, used a new line of attack on 
the equal suffragists. She says: "In 
view of what is happening in various 
parts of the country, it Is high time 
for every thinking man and woman 
to realize that br.ek of the woman 
suffrage disturbance is the question 
of sex — or rather a distortion of the 
sex question." Starting from this 
point Mrs. Dodge develops her idea, 
and says that If the movement is not 
checked "It will degenerate the 
race." 

"The only sure manner of estimat- 
ing the real meaning or strength of 
the so-called auffrage movement," 
she continued, "Is to see clearly the 
moves and underlying reasons back 
of It. The suffrage disturbance Is 
In plain words a sex disturbance. 
Many women who are auffragettes 
do not realize this, but It Is a fact 
nevertheless Just as the tendency of 
some other women to take up fool- 
ish fancies and unnecessary move- 
ments Is the result of that uneasi- 
ness and straining after artificial 
happiness and unnatural enjoyment 
which Indicates an unsettled and an 
unsatlafactory state of mind. We 
who oppose woman suffrage are con- 
vinced that woman suffragettes sup- 
port their cause because they view 
the whole situation from an un- 
natural angle. One morning in New 
York I heard a young woman dis- 
coursing with great eloquence on 
how she and her sisters could im- 
prove the morals and manners of

a fashionable dance. 8he was 
Rowned In an extremely decollete 
fashion, and the way she danced and 
bore herself was suggestive, to say 

the least. I do not believe thla girl 
ever realized that while her vdte 
would be powerless In an election, 
the cut of her gown, the manner of 
her dancing and the words of her 
conversation could be made a 
tiemendous Influence for good 
among h°r friends, men and women, 
and thus throughout the whole com- 
munity. She w-as misled, as many 
thcr women are, by the mirage that 
aood morals and good manners can 
be legislated it,' > men and women. 
Morals and manners are the fruit* 
of women's minds, not the voting 
booth. And Just so long as women 
clamor for political 'rlghta' and yet 
dress tn garments that are the def 
'r It ion of bad taste all the votes in 
the world will not change the trend 
of sentiment in society and through- 
out the whole population of the 
country. 

"We are In the midst of a re- 
markable period of our history. 
There Is more immodesty in dress, 
more looseness In conversation and 
more Impropriety In dancing than 
has ever been known to the Amerl- 
an people, either In so-called high 
society or among those who are in 
other conditions. Back of these 
revelations of the lowering of 
women's Ideals ind conduct there ia 
the same reason as that which actu- 
ates the suffrage disturbance. There 
was a time not so long ago when 
young girls demanded more freedom 
and liberty, an escape from the close 
tcrutlny of the home and watchful 
eye of the chaperon. They obtained 
this liberty, and auddenly we are 
now confronted with the realization 
of how terribly easy It may be for 
this liberty to be turned Into license. 
By the same line of argument 
woman haa sought a freedom unpar- 
alleled In the history of the world. 
Having secured freedom and equal- 
ity In the arts, In the Industrie* and 
In commerce, she seeks what she 
calls a political liberty which would 
bo perl'oualy close to license. It i» 
s pathological fact that women, aa 
a sex, must respect and revere th* 
divine mission or their sex, which Is 
motherhood. The moment they out« 
rage or distort or deny Ihe purpose 
for which they were created they 
become shirkers and drones. Misdi- 
rected government Is a bad thing, 
so bad that the men ot thla country 
ran be relied on to correct It when- 
ever neceaaary, but misdirected sex 
Is a national tragedy, which If It ia 
not checked will degenerato th*

"They live huddled together In 
bunks and have no sanitary laws." 
says Mr. Johnson. "They are a 
corrupting influence on white 
women, even Inducing the weaker to 
marry them. Once they obtain 
Influence over a white woman she 
Is reduced to the condition of a 
slave. The offspring Is a wretched 
half-breed." 

Getting down to what soems to be 
the real Issue, that of land owner- 
ship. Mr. Johnson saya: "They pay 
a large price for real estate and take 
possession. Immediately all con- 
tiguous property depreciates in 
value and they are enabled to buy it 
lu cheap. They have bought land 
to within two blocks of the Capitol: 
they are practically In possession of 
all the fruit raising sections. They 
will not accept separate schools and 
nave consequently driven hundreds 
of American children from our edu- 
cational institutions."
